INDIAN SIGN LANGUAGE. 


The Bed Man Selects Diatlngulahlng 


Clmrncteristles WltU Unerring Ac- 
curacy. 
In describing an object the Indian 


has the most wonderful faculty of 
picking out its most distinguished 
characteristic at once, says a writer in 
tbe Chautauquan. I have repeatedly 
seen Indians come into a military post 
to see officers. 
Without knowing the 


particular officer's name, and without 
being able to pronounce it intelligibly 
if it were known, I have never seen an 
instance where, by a few signs the In- 
dian has not been at once directed the 
person whom 
he wished to see. A 


stont officer will be described beyond 
the possibility of doubt when the In-! 
dian half circles his extended hands j 
over the region of tbe stomacb. If the j 
officer wears glasses the Indian will 
look through the two circles made by 
ais thumbs and first fingers; if the 
officer is bald, the Indian will raise his 
own long tresses in one hand and 
draw the forefinger of jhis other hand 
across the top of his head as though he 


ere going through the pleasant aper- 


ation of lifting a scalp. An officer.who 
varied the monotony of frontier life by 
very steady and hard drinking 1 once 
saw an Indian describe by pointing at 
the head and then waving bis hand in 
small circles. There was no mistaking 
;he sign—the Indian wanted the offlcei 
whose brain was in a whirl. 
And al 


though utterly devoid of a sense of 
lumor, an Indian is always laughingly 
:ood uatured in thus pointing out any 
oue's distinguishing characteristics or 
iccoutricity.

liiKl"^' Out Borax From the Itlfts In 


Death Volley. 


Tho deadliest occupation for meu or 


borees is foaming in the borax fields of 
Death valley of the great American den- 
crt. There the longest teams in the 
•wcrkl are employed. Scientists declare 
that tho fierce heat in this narrow rent 
iu the cracked surface of tho earth is 
riot equaled elsewhere iii tho world, 
Whore the thermometer often registers 
140 degrees of heat unrelieved by evou 
a breath of air, where meu sloop at 
night in hollow ditches filled with wa- 
ter in order to avoid, clyiug from col- 
lapse, the necessity for tho longest 
teams of mules nnd horses ever harness- 
ed to draw tho great borax laden wag- 
ons is apparent. 


The desert team ia the longest in tho 


world, and tho percentage of clentlia j 
among the horses is greater than that 
of domestic animals used in any other 
calling. Forty to CO horses are oftru 
hitched to ono of the lumbering vehi- 
cles in which the borax is slowly drag- 
ged across the snu baked alkali piaitiK. 
Tho average l\fo of ovou tho sturdiest 
horses used in this work ia six mouths, 
for in this length of time they either be- 
come broken winded, consumptive from 
inhaling the deadly dust of the desert j 
or are driven crazy by tho frightful heat. 


A man there, though protected by thu 


wagon awnings from the suu'a rays, 
cannot go an iiour without water with- 
out danger of death. When a team 
break B down and the water supply be- 
comes depleted, tho men ride on at top 
speed for the nearest source of supply, 
and often when they return they find 
that the remaining horses, made mud 
by thirst, have broken from tho harness 
and dashed off only to find death iu the 
desert. 


The 
borax wagons weigh 8,000 


pounds and carry 20,000 pounds at a 
load. Behind each wagon is a tank con- 
taining hundreds of gallons of water, 
The horses are harnessed iu pairs, the 
trained ones in tho load, and the next 
in intelligence juat ahead of the tongue, 
while the unruly and the yonugsters are 
hitched bet-ween. Tho nigh leader has 
a bridle with the strap from the left 
jaw shorter than the other, ami from 
the bridle runs a braided rope, which 
tho driver, perched on tho wagon soul-, 
holds in his right hand. 


Tho ropois called the "jerk lino" and 


is a little longer than the team, which 
stretches out several hundred feet iu 
front of the wagon. During the busy 
season tho borax wagons make tui al- 
most continuous train, and the horses 
alone, if placed in single file, would 
make a team more than 100 miles long. 


Besides n little food and water tho 


poor animals get no care. They curry 
themselves by rolling in the burning 
sand. After a few mouths of the killing 
labor the poor creatures become unill 
for service. A kindly rifia ball then cnils 
their agony, and their emaciated car- 
casses are left alongside the trail to fur- 
nish scant picking for tho hovering vul- 
tures.—California Letter.

it exposed, picks up aiid holds dust ami 
adrls greatly to the friction. Tho tsme 
advice applies to all oiling 
If so ruuoh 


is put in the bearings that some over- 
flows and it is not wiped off, dust will 
gather at the spot, and even in the best 
made bearings Koine of it. will almost 
certainly work into the balls and make 
trouble. Alia even if it does not get sc 
fax the bunches of dust f?o accumulated 
detract froto the appearance of an other 
\vise well groomed machine and rcnclei 
the cleaning after a run twice as diffi- 
cult, as it necd.be. The fact is that more 
wheels are overoiled than nnderoiled 
"(Jarrying a canary," as the "wheel 
men" call riding with a dry bearing 
that screeches, is not half so common as 
a dust buried bearing. Of course, of the 
two, tho latter is preferable, but no rid 
cr need have either.—New York Post

But the yawn goes on, 
works through the back of its head, dis- 
tending the plates of tho skull and 
comes out at the gills, which open, show 
the red inside, are inflated for a mo- 
ment, and then, with a kind of stretch- 
ing shiver of its back, the flsh flattens 
out again, nntil, if unusually bored, it 
relieves itself by another yawn.—Pear- 
son's Weekly.
